on at this time, they will, of course, 
have precedence. In the event of

The scheme is to guarantee men who 
leave Britain for seasonal work thal 
they fail to establish themselves per- 
manently abroad, 

It is to apply especially to unem- 
ployed coal miners. The Board of 
Trade president, Sir Philip Cunilitfe- 
Lister, in announcing this in the 
House of Commons recently, at 
tributed the comparative failure to 
get idle workers to emigrate in the 
past to the fact that there is no power 
under the present overseas settlement 
act to give this assurance, 

The scheme is to be under a com- 
mittee not exceeding three members, 
who are to “stimulate and assist in 
the transfer of workers from distress- 
ed sreas to openings in other areas 
and industries both at home and over- 
seas,” 

Sir Philip also referred 
measures taken to reduce the distress 

in the depressed coal areas, espcially 
in South Wales, Northumberland aid 
Durham,
